Later he returned ami rpci 
the rest of his life in the 
wonderful surroundings, bccan 
ing,first Warden and Hid Actin 
Superintendent, Ilis first v/if< 
was a half breM woman ci t 
Dakota whose remains lay b 
sidp his own on the shore of 
the lake. His second wil'o w; 
Che 3 -pay-iha qua lea roon. (Tl 
blue flash of lightning) a C-c 
woman of a deeply religious na 
ture and of more than ordirar.^ 
intelligence, who now over 'i 
years of age, still lives in Wa* 
erton Lakes Park. Kootenr 
Brown was a clean fighter, r 
t'ood shot, loyal to his friends 
and respected by hif. enemie". 
lie was fearless of danger or 
hardship and did bis utmost
